He severely criticized both sides in the rail dispute, 
carriers and unions; he described the railway labor board as 
entirely inadequate to deal with the situation, declared it would 
have to be strengthened, and condemned in almost unprece*

WASHINGTON. Aug. 18—President 


Harding appeared before a joint ses- 
sion of congress this afternoon with a 
message on the acute industrial situa- 
tion brot about by the railroad and 
coal strikes. He left the White House 
at 12:10.

The message follows: 
"Gentlemen of the Congress: 
"It is manifestly my duty to bring 


lo your attention the unusual situation 
which confronts the country. The situ- 
ation growing out of the 
prevailing 


railway and coal mining strikes is so 
serious, HO menacing to the nation's 
welfare, that I should he remiss if I 
failed frankly to lay the matter before 
you and at the same 
time acquaint 


you and the whole people with such 
efforts us the executive branch of the 
government has made by the voluntary 
exercise gf Its good officer to effect a. 
settlement. 


"The suspens'on of the coal indus- 


try dates back to lust April 1, when 
the working agreement between mine 
operators and the United Mine Work- 
ers came to an end. Anticipating that 
expiration of contract, which was ne- 
gotiated with the government's sanc- 
tion in 1020. The present, adminis- 
tration, sought, as early as last Octo- 
ber, conferences between the oparators 
and miners in order ti> facilitate either 
a new or extended agreement in order 
to avoid any suspension of production .

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Journalistic Napoleons 


rpHEORETlCALLY the same laws of economy thru combina- 
JL tion which apply to the railway business also apply to the 
newspaper business, and a Xorthcliffe, or a succession of 
Northcliffes. is as lojrical as a Jim Hill or a Harriman. If news 
is a commodity to be marketed and newspapers are the vehicles 
which transport it, the more waste and competition we cut out 
the better it will be. The Associated Press is an excellent ex- 


. ample of the value of co-operation in the field of disinterested 


news-gathering which it has chosen for its own. 


The grettt private commercial news services and news- 


paper chains enjoy comparable advantages, but there is inject- 
ed into'them the element of one man's personality. The Hearst 
papers show qualities which we attribute to Mr. Hearst, the 
Northcliffe papers qualities which seemed to ,, characterize 
Northcliffe. 


One man's personally spread out in this way palls on 


his readers after a certain time. They may continue to buy his 
newspapers arjd they may be more or less subtly inoculated 
with his ideas, but the product lacks variety, is a little flat. 
Then comes the chance of the pungent personalities on ihe 
smaller publictaions—the William Marion Reedys. \Villiam Al- 
len Whites, Chester Rowells, and so on. The big monopolistic 
editors can never coop up these choice spirits and make them 
their own; they thrive by not being standardized, by not writ- 
ing primarily for huge circulations whose every prejudice they 
are supposed to cater to. 


Come what may, in journalism this will always be the case. 


Machine tenders can be disciplined, organized, and made de- 
pendable, but interesting writers and inspiring editors cannot. 
As well try to organize a picture-painting corporation and ex- 
pect great art from it. 


is bound to remain a prime favorite in the field of fuels for heat- 
ing and cooking in private homes. As to how long there will be 
dependable quantities of natural gas opinion differs. Some 
maintain that with reasonable precaution the supply will hold 
put at the present rate of consumption for at least fifty years. 
There are other authorities who hold that the available supply 
will be exhausted within the next ten years. Perhaps time 
alone can determine this point. 


In any event municipalities are at the beginning of a transi- 


tional period as regards their future supply of fuel for heating, 
cooking and other domestic uses. If the statements of fuel gas 
companies to the effect that they are either being run at a loss 
or with so slight a profit as to make it unfeasible to risk further 
expenditure in the development of new wells without material 
increase in rates, it is evident that something will have to be 
done quickly. 


It generally takes a real crisis before the public awakes to 


the gravity of a given situation. Such a crisis would now seem 
to confront municipalities thruout the north. It must be met not 
*ith mere denunciation of gas and electric companies and other 
public utilities, but with wisdom, and deliberation and with the 
determination to use every agency offered by science to effect a 
permanent solution.

The Heating Problem 


/COSHOCTON is in the throes of one of its periodical heating 
V/ crisps. City heat is out and gas rates are up. Both these 
vital changes come with the decline of summer and when the 
perplexed householder is on the threshold of winter, with no 
time for deliberate judgment as to the best change to make, 
with no option on a similar service from another company and 
•with no apparent recourse in the courts. 
V 


It would be much better if a dilemma of this kind were 


faced in the dead of winter with legal protection 
afforded 


for a periocf of at least six months and with a fair chance to 
make a deliberate and final choice of some other means of pro- 
viding heat and with the resultant ample time to. make the 
change and adapt his finances to the new order. It would seem 
that the people were entitled at least to this much latitude and 
it would also appear that the people's own officials should have 
forethot enough to see that future crises of this kind are brot to 
public attention with summer, instead of winter, months ap- 
proaching. 


The heating problem must ever be a vital consideration in 
this climate and increasing in gravity the further north one re- 
"sides. Even now vast populations bordering on the Canadian 
frontier are sorely distressed at the prospect of a coal famine. 
Here we are fairly secure until the first of November, but in 
New England and in every one of our northern border states the 
problem which we regard with apprehension in November be- 
comes acute from four to six weeks earlier. The perilous conse- 
quences involved in a real fuel famine, literally stagger the 
imagination. 


With all the various forms of fuel on which we place more 


or less dependence, coal still remains the supreme factor in our 
every calculation. Writing in The World's Work Floyd W. Par- 
sons says that the "time must come, and soon, when little coal, 
if any at all, will be burned raw. We must convert the heat 
units of the coal into gas, which is the cleanest, most convenient, 
and most easily controlled fuel that has so far been ('iseovcrod. 


"In the average heating operation, only two-thirds as many 
units are required in gaseous form a. in ihe form of coal. There 
are but two forms in which the viicrgy of coal can be eco- 
nomically transmitted long distance*. Those are gas and elec- 
tricity^ and each will be supren^e in its own field, the first for 
heating and the second for power. In iimo gas n-ill earn' the 
heating load of every community, both in the home and in in- 
dustry, while electricity will take care of high-temperature com- 
mercial processes, most of the lighting load, and all power re- 
quirements. ' 


"It is more the fault of the public than of science or indus- 


try that coal is burned raw. The only reason gas is not used uni- 
versally is because of its high price for wholesale heating. 
There will be no coal trucks on our streets or smoke or ashes or 
such needless fuel waste when the people finally understand the 
true situation with respect to fuel, and commence to buy heat 
units instead of tons of coal and cubic feet of gas. We will en- 
ter a new day in the utilization of heat energy when wo elimin- 
ate the useless standards and restrictions which compel gas 
companies to produce a certain kind of fuol instead of making 
the kind and quality of gas that will produce the most heat units 
for the least money from the materials available. 


"In one community the most efficient practice may be one 


that will produce a gas having only 300 heat units in it per 
cubic foot. In anotherscction the materials and conditions may 
be such that the most-economical gas will be one having, say, 
400 or maybe 500 hcat.u:r.t.- : r- f,', *. The -yno of gas -V
